1. CBS R. & TV - KALB FROM JERUSALEM: HAK CONCLUDED HIS 
TALKS HERE WITH A MORNING MEETING AND A LUNCH WITH PM RABIN 
AND OTHER TOP ISRAELI LEADERS. THE SECY IS DELIBERATELY 
NOT PRESSING FOR A QUICK NEGOTIATION NOW BETWEEN ISRAEL 
AND THE ARABS. HE BELIEVES THIS IS THE WRONG TIME FOR A 
DEAL, THE RIGHT TIME TO CONSIDER THE FULL IMPLICATIONS OF 
THE RABAT SUMMIT. FOR ISRAEL THE TRANSLATION IS SIMPLE - 
HOW TO CO-EXIST WITH THE PALESTINIANS ONE WAY OR ANOTHER 
AND OVER THE LONG HAUL. EVER SINCE RABAT, ISRAEL HAS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONSIDERABLY INCREASED HER CONTACTS WITH PALESTINIANS ON 
THE WEST BANK, OBVIOUSLY TRYING TO FIND OUT, HOWEVER 
BELATEDLY, WHETHER THERE IS AN ALTERNATIVE TO THE PLO. 

THERE IS NO BIG DRAMATIC ANNOUNCEMENT HERE TODAY.THOUGH THE 
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SECY DID MANAGE TO ARRANGE A FRAMEWORK FOR THE NEXT ROUND 
OF EGYPTIAN ISRAELI TALKS, FOCUSING ON FURTHER ISRAELI 
WITHDRAWALS IN THE SINAI AND, IN SOME DEGREE, HE DID 
DISPELL THE GLOOM AND DESPAIR GENERATED BY RABAT AND 
FELT HERE, AS WELL AS ELSEWHERE.

1. UPI - JERUSALEM: HAK APPROACHED END OF HIS ME PEACE 
MISSION TRYING TO ARRANGE A NEW ROUND OF ISRAELI-EGYPTIAN

RABIN AFTER AN ISRAELI CABINET MTG DEVOTED TO DISCUSSING

IN THE VERY NEAR FUTURE END QUOTE. HA'ARETZ SAID EGYPT 
WANTED TO SEND A MILITARY-LEVEL TEAM TO PROPOSED TALKS, 

BUT ISRAELIS WOULD BE SENDING QUOTE A POLITICAL DEL APPAR 
ENTLY TO INCLUDE MIL EXPERTS END QUOTE. NEWSPAPER SAID THE 
MOST LIKELY LOCATION FOR TALKS WAS WASHINGTON WHERE HAK 
COULD BE CLO E AT HAND. IT SAID NEGOTIATIONS COULD BEGIN 
BY END OF THIS MONTH, MINIMIZING DANGER OF A SLOWDOWN THAT 
COULD BE INCREASE THE THREAT OF FIGHTING. 

UPI JERUSALEM: HAK CALLED FORMER PREZ NIXON AND PERSONALLY 
WISHED HIM A SPEEDY RECOVERY, SPOKESMAN ANDERSON SAID. 
ANDERSON SAID HAK ALSO CONFERRED BY TELEPHONE WITH PREZ 
FORD AT CLOSE OF HIS DIP JOURNEY THRU ME. 

UPI TEL AVIV: HAK REASSURED ISRAEL TODAY THAT THERE HAD 
BEEN NO CHANGE IN US POLICY ON PALESTINIAN QUESTION AND 
SAID BOTH COUNTRIES WERE IN AGREEMENT ON COURSE OF FUTURE 
ME PROGRESS TO PEACE. HAK THEN TOOK OFF FOR TUNIS. IN 
AIRPORT DEP STATEMENT HAK SUMMARIZED MORE THAN 5 HOURS OF 
TALKS WITH ISRAELI OFFICIALS BY SAYING CHANCES OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONTINUED MOMENTUM HAD NOT BEEN SQUELCHED BY ARAB RECOG- 
NITION OF PLO AS SOLE REPS OF PALESTINIANS. QUOTE WE
